Mr. Wyman of tho Sbellabarger mills 


gave an interesting talk to the ladies on 
the comparative values of too different 
grades of Soar, explaining chemical prop- 
erties and closed his talk with n strong 
appeal for tbo use of the new corn floor. 


In the discussion of th« cereals It was 


found that barley was a most excellent 
brain food and barley soup la highly rec- 
ommended for invalids, being easily as 
slmilated 
and highly nutritive. Rye

Today l» the anniversary of LIncoli'i 


birthday and it will be celebrated to some 
extent In this city 
The day it one which 


should be observed In Ooeatnr.for in sef«r- 
al ways Is the city associated with Lincoln. 
Tbe great statesman lived as a young man 
near this city and is said to have mad* 
bis first speech near the square wblob now 
bears his name 
As a lawyer he visited 


Deontur every term ot court and tried 
oases In. the uld brick court home. 


There Is one man In Decatnr, Willis 


Johnson, Sr , who, with tbe exception of 
E MoClellan, is probably the only man 
now living in the city who knew and re- 
members Lincoln as a young man. 
Mr. 


Johnson In speaking to a reporter said: 


'I knew Lincoln well when I was a 


young man and remember many incident! 
In connection with him 
I recollect a 


law suit I bad in ISJ" 
It was a *nll 


about a lot which Is situated at the north- 
east corner of North Main and North 
streets and it was tried in the old brick 
courthouse. I employed Abraham Lin- 
coln to act as my attorney and we lost the 
suit. After tho suit I asked Lincoln 
how much bo was going to charge me 
and be «ntd bo would just let it go and 
not obargc me anything. Lincoln was a 
lively and jolly man and one of tbo best 
hearted porsooe I ever saw. If you owed 
him $2 and he thought that you needed It 
worse than he did ho would not let yon 
pay it buck 
He was itwkwaid, 111 shaped 


and terribly ugly, but be was very smart 
and witty uud ha could tell funny Etorlei 
all night and keep ncrowd laughing. 


"Lincoln came here from Kentucky 


with bis parents 
The family drove In a 


wagon and wont out wast of tbe city and 
settled on wh.it has recently been known 
as the Wbltley place. Lincoln made bli 
first speech in Dioatur 
There was a oan- 


dldato fcr tho legislature wbo was not 
liked very we'l. 
Bo was to make a 


speech and in order to ridicule blm Lin- 
coln, who was so awkward and ugly, w«s 
selected to make a speech also. Lincoln 
talked nbout the navigation of tbe San- 
gamon river and be displayed more abil- 
ity as an orator than was supposed ba 
possessed. Lincoln went from thit coun- 
ty to Springfield and there practiced law. 
Court was ID session here every six 
months and Lincoln would coma to th» 
city at every term and try cases. Tbil 
was when court was held In tbe old brick 
court house 
I never knew of Lincoln 


having anything to do with the old log 
house whiih has sometimes been attoolat- 
ed with him." 


Mrs. Johnson also remembers LlnoolB 


quite well and tells an amusing Incident 
about him. 
In speaking of tho man she 


said: "I remember of riding In a Inmbir 
wagon with Lincoln. We wero all at tbsj 
farm of John Hanks northwest of tba 
"Ity ana several other women and myself 
drove in town In tbe wagon with Lincoln.

Subsidies and Exports. 


The American Economist: The dally 


papers of last week contained a dispatch 
fonn Burlm saying that a bill increasing 
the North German Lloyd's subsidy by 
1,600,000 marks for 15 years had been ap- 
proved by the Bundeiratb and was going 
to the Belohstag on the morrow. This 
proposed increase is on condition that the 
North Gorman Lloyd Increases its month- 
ly sailings for East Indian ports to a fort- 
nightly service. 


Somewhat over a year ago the German 


minister for the interior declared for this 
increase, saying: "There was every jns- 
tiflcation for protecting German enter- 
prise by Increased subsidies." And "En- 
gineering," the great paper representing 
the British Iron trade and dependent In- 
dustries, writing at that time of the Ger- 
man trade with India, said: In 18S8 tbe 
total valne of goods exported by Germany 
was £750,000, m 1895 the value was f 
000,000." 


Germany Is now paying $1,986,400 In 


subsidies annually and the proposed addi- 
tion of 1,600,000 marks will Increase the 
subsidies to abont 13,400,000, and she 
thinks this large annual payment Justifi- 
able by the Increased eiporta. England 
is now paying, ot was two years BED, IS,- 
210,431 In subsidies and finds It profit- 
able 


It is not necessary to say, however, that 


both Germany and England disapprove 
of our paying any subsidies, or taking any 
other method of increasing our eiporta. 


Primary Election Law.

This action on 
le part of the appraiser has been 
aken in accordance with two federal 
atutes, one of which was passed in

vay related thereto. 


The appraiser's tea room is one cf 
se most interesting little government 
nstitutions in the United States.

erate nben he smslls, but whtn he 
tastes an expression of the most pro- 
found judicial character settles upon 
his countenance. He rarely swallows 
what he tastes. As heeaid to the writer 
the other day, his life would be short if 
he did, f-incc; it is not at all unusual for 
him to examine 20 or 30 samples in n 
da\, and on occasion lie has been 
obliged to pass 'ipon a full half hun- 
dred im oices between the beginnirg 
and the ending of one daj'« work.

How Tea IN Ti"*<cil. 


T^ery package of tea contains some 


dui>t. Kven if none is present w hen the 
tea is packed, a small propoition ol the 
lea\es will be ground up in the proc- 
esses of lading, ocean transportation 
and unlading. This being true, the law 
allows ten per cent, of dust, lint any 
excess debars sale in ilie United States, 
no matter what the quality of tbe lei 
otherwise 


The first process in examining a cam- 


ple o£ tea, theieforc, is sifting it. It i< 
probable that 
mioice otherwise ot 


good quality would be d<cepled after 
the removal of the thi.st, but it is not 
within the knowledge ot Oiic ]>re<er.t 
writer that any such shipment has ever 
been accepted, or that it would be 
worth while to sift the tea. The sifting 
itself would be expensive, and the resi- 
due after the operation would be great- 
ly diminished iu quantity. 


After the matter of dust has been 


settled, the appraiser's expert looks for 
leaves that are not tea. The ingenuous 
Chinaman (has a habit of mixing weeds 
of divers sorts with the tea he pre- 
pares for export from the Flowery 
Kingdom. Most of these are harmless 
so far as anyone Knows. But it is 
quite possible, and even profcable, that 
the continued drinking of miscellaneous 
weed steepings would derange the di- 
gestion and affeet the nerves. Exces- 
sive tea drinking, evea, has a tendency 
iu that direction; at all events, weeds 
are not tea, and 0ncle Sam will not 
allow his children to be bamboozled 
into buying them for tea. In technical 
parlance the weeds in tea are known 
as "black leaf." 


When the proportion ot "black leaf* 


is unusually large it is sometimes pos- 
sible to discover its presence fcy simply 
looking at the tea, but detection is 
much easier after steeping. 


Steeplnc the Tern. 


Steeping1 is, in fact, the crucial test 


for everything save dust. Consequent- 
ly the appraiser's tearoom IE frcrL'shcd 
with a choice assortment of tea, ket- 
tles. They are not used ti steep the 


I tea in, bnt simply to heat the water, 


and their merry singingoverthe festive 
gas jet is a continual accompaniment 
to the. tea tester's work. 


Let us suppose that this expert gen-

and frequently there is a percentage of 
grease, both in the scum and the sedi- 
ment. 


Gorreona Tea. Package*. 


Inferior tea is to be found in all kinds 


of packages (but oftenest perhaps in 
gorgeous little boxes and quaintly-con- 
struced baskets, each containing only 
a pound or eo and sometimes only a 
fraction of a pound). These are put up 
rtith a view to deceiving the guileless 
folk of the occidental world into the be- 
lief th,ii they are buying the very 
choicest of teas, ordinarily reserved for 
Chinese consumption only, and. fancy 
prices .ire frequently charged for them. 


The collection of such curious tea 


package? in the appraiser's tearoom is 
n itself a highly interesting mnseuro. 
Many arc extremely ingenious, both in 
design and workmanship. Theyareall 
gaylv colored, every shade of the rain- 
bow being lepresented in «onie of them, 
though red" jnd yellow generally pre- 
dominate. A qua.nt package, however, 
does not alwajs indicate inferiority of 
contents. Some teas sent to this coun- 
try in these packages are exceedingly 
choice, and no\v that tea inspection has 
been earned to such a degree of perfec- 
tion ro liousettiCe need be afraid of poor 
tea isimpl.y because it is daintily put up. 


According to tlhe law, tea that fails 


to pass inspection must either be sent 
outof the country ordestrojed. Natur- 
ally the proportion destroyed is small. 
There is no inspection of tea under any 
American, government but ours, ond 
the South American republics, Central 
America, Mexico, and e\en Canada, of- 
fer markets for lea rejected here. 


American Tea. Culture. 


Despite the rigid tests now in force 


here, the American, tea trade is an ex- 
ceedingly profitable one. The great 
Low fortune was built up in tbe tea 
trade, and the necessity of quick trans- 
portation betmeen China and the 
United States was almost as influen- 
tial in developing Ihe speed of clipper 
ships before the introduction of steam 
navigation, as the exigencies of the 
trade between Europe and America. 


It Is not surprising, then, that efforts 


have fceen made to grow tea in the 
United States. It is more to be won- 
dered at, in, fact, that none of Uhcse ef- 
forts have been successful. The idea 
was first seriously talked of in 18E*. In 
1857 the United States government en- 
gaged an English botanist named For- 
tune, who had long been a resident in 
China, to send tea seed and plants to 
thU country. In 1859 there were 50,000 
tea plants flourishing in the propaga- 
tion gardens at Washington, and Amer- 
ican farmers were urged in the agri- 
cultural report .for 1860 to go into tea 
raking. Spencer Bonsall, of Philadel- 
phia, had made many and exhaustive 
investigations as to the soil and climate 
required, end it was his opinion flhat 
tea could be raised here as successfully 
as anywhere else on earth.

Material* for Bird*' Ne»««. 


Birds hare curious ways in the selec- 


tion of materials for their nests. Arj 
oriole's nest, found by M. Parcey Plai- 
deau near Lille, Belgium, was composed 
of -nolle wool and Morse telegraph pa- 
per, which the bird had to go two mile* 
to llhe mearest telegraph office to get. 
It might be suggested that the bird 
knew in some way how warm a cover 
Ing paper makes, but then we henr of 
nests near Basnncon, France, made of 
watch spring steel, and a bird in told 
of that robbed a St Bernard dog of hi« 
liairs to construct a nest. 


A visit to the canary breeding estab- 


lishments in Germany affords some in- 
teresting particulars 
regarding the 


"bird conservatories," nhicb abound es- 
pecially in the Harz region, where al- 
most every farmer takes care of a few 
hundred of these birds. The males alone 
are valued, as the females never «ing. 
The male birds are placed in a large 
room, where there is an automatic whis- 
tle, which they all try to imitate. The 
breeder listens, picks out the most apt 
pupils, and puts them into another 
room, where they are further taught, 
and ultimately fetch the highest price. 
The less gifted birds are then sorted 
and sold as seconds or thirds, while 
those canaries which show no aptitude 
far song are killed. These German ca- 
naries are exported by the hundred 
thousand to all parts of Europe, to 
America, and even to Australia. Ger- 
man canaries fetch the highest prices, 
because they are the best singers, while 
those bred in other countries eicel 
rather in. color and beauty of form.— 
Philadelphia Press.

The oldest and most famous church 


south of Mason & Dixon's line is the 
Providence Baptist in Clark county, 
Ky., seven miles south of Winchester, 
It was organized at a different place 
from where the congregation now meets 
and in those days .1 great distance away. 


Virginia was the church's birthplace 


but previous to 1780 it moved to Ken- 
tucky, Daniel Boonc being included 
among the congregation. It has in its 
history occupied three buildings, one of 
log, one of stone, and the present one, 
a modern frame. 


Xot only is this the oldest church in 


the south, but it is the pioneer church 
organization in the state, and is a part 
of the very interesting unpublished his- 
tory of Kentucky. The pastor of the 
church. Robert Elliins, has held his po- 
sition for 40 years. The present clerk 
has filled his own place for 43 years. 


As stated, a log house was first built 


before 1TSO, but a few years later n 
solid stone structure was erected by 
the pioneer Baptists. This early day 
sanctuary has stood the test of time, 
the masonry showing not n. crack to- 
day, having stood as firm as the church 
organization itself. The building is 
over 100 years old. 


Xear by this old church is the more 


modem nnd commodious house of wor- 
ship built by the present congregation. 
No services are held in the old stone 
structure, but it stands a monument to 
the thoroughness and careful work of 
Kentucky's early Baptists.

Supreme Court. 


hprlngfield, III., Feb. 14 —The supreme 


tonrt Saturday observed Lincoln's birth- 
day by sustaining tba demurrer to the 
petition filed to tbe Alton school CM* 
This is practically a victory for the col- 
ored citizens of Alton, who want to send 
their children to tbe public eobooli thwe. 
The cate was brought nnder the title of 
tha people OD relation of Scott Bibb 
agiinst the Mayor and City of Alton, and 
was brought by Bibb to compel the 
school board of Alton to admit two of bli 
children to the Washington school at that 
city 
A writ of mandamus was prayed 


from tbe supreme court, a demurrer was 
Bled by tbe attorneys for tbe city of Alton 
and a replication to tho demurrer was 
made by the counsel for the colored peo 
pie 
General Palmer will now aik the 


fupteme court to grant a] peremptory 
wnt, compelling thu school board to al- 
low the Bibb children to attend tbe Wash- 
ington school 


Tbe board of education at Alton, aided 


by an ordiraaofl pasted by tbe city council 
and signed by th« mayor, erected twu 
public ichool bnildingi and ordered that 
ail colored children should attend them 
They claim that the schools were crowd- 
ed, and that It was tbe desire if the board 
to provide separate schools for colored and 
white children by reason of an ordinance 
of the olty ounnoll. Tbe colored citizen* 
Ht up tbe plea that this W48 discrimina- 
tion and a violation of tbe civil right* 


law.
